Robert Jones, alias Morterboife, and John Croft, 
for Horfe ftealing. And, 

John Ives, a Publican, for the Murder- of his 
Wife, by beating her with the Marrow Bore of a 
Shoulder of Mutton, throwing her down Stairs, 
and bruifing her with a nubved Stick in a moft bar- 
barous Manner. - 

Jones was found guilty and Cr ft acquitted, by 
Miireprefentation of the Evidence to the Court; 
but another Bill was found by the fame Profecutor, 
and he was tried again, and tound guilty. 

Mary Rayner was tried for the Murder of her 
Baftard Child; but her Miftrefs {peaking much in 
her Favour, as being underwitted, as fhe called it 
and five other Wiinefles proving her a Fool; and it 
being imagined the Child might die in the Birth, 
fhe was acquitted. 

John Martin, late of Bow, a Barber, furrender- 
ed himielf on being indiéted for fen ling a Letter to 
Mr. Pry, at the China Warehoufe at Bow, de- 
manding 30 Guineas to be left under a Stone ; bu: 
it not being proved, he was acquitted 

The fame Day in the Forenoon the Grand Jury, 
at the faid Affizes, found a Bill of {ndiétment againtt 
John Swan and Elizabeth Jeffryes, for the Murder 
of Mr. Jofeph Jeffryes, her Uncle on the third of 
July lait at Walthamftow ; and about fix in the 
Evening they were brought to the Bar and arraign’d 
on the faid Indi€&tment, to which they feverally 
pleaded Not Guilty; then the Council for the 
Crown moved to put off the Trial till the next Af- 
fizes, on Account of a material Witnefs being out 
of the Way ; when it was learnedly debated by the 
Gentlemen of the Law on both Sides (the Prifoner: 
having four Counfel) the Court were of Opinion, 
for the Reafon mentioned in two Affidavits prodde’d 
and read on Part of the Profecution, that the fain:
